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PREFACE. 


HAVING  now  arrived  at  the  conclufion  of  our 
Twentieth  Volume,  we  fliould  have  been  dif-* 
pofcd'to  have  celebrated  this  yea^'as  a  fort  of  jiibilcci 
and  feafoD  of  felf-co^gratulatioti,  if  the  awful  aipe<^ 
of  the  times  had  not  forbidden  every  emotion  bor- 
dering upon  levity,  and  afforded  matter  of  the  moil 
ferious  confideration  and  rcfledion  to  every  member 
of  the  commiinity.  No  circumftance  of  time,  nor 
flate  of  aifairs,  can,  however,  reprefs  our  gratitude, 
or  refbain  our  acknowledgemer^ts  to  the  Publick, 
for  that  continued  ^vour,  which,  as  it  has  during 
fo  many  years,  conftantly  increafed  with  our  la- 
bours, fo  it  has  alone  enabled  us  to  encounter  the 
arduous  tafk  of  appearing  annually  before  them  in  fo 
many  fucceflive  publications,  upon  each  of  which, 
their  former  eileem,  and  future  approbation,  were, 
of  courfe,  in  fome  degree  hazarded. 

The  importance  and  magnitude  of  our  hiftorical ' 
bufinefs  have  unhappily  rilen  to  nearly  the  higheft 
pitch  at  which  they  feem  capable  of  arriving.  We 
relate  events,  in  which  every  member  of  this  wide 
and  divided  empire  is  deeply  intercftedj  in  which 
many  thoufands  are  immediately  and  perfonally  con- 
cerned ;  and  wherein  its  heft  blood  is  too  copioully 
Ihed.  The  incidents  are  humberlefs,  and  the  par- 
tics  concerned  in  every  incident  numerous.  It  is 
^7  not 
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not  eafy  to  ftecr  a  fafe  courfe  of  hiftory,  through  the 
rage  of  civil  contell,  and  amidil  the  animofity  and 
malignity  of  contending  faftions.  Under  thefe  cir- 
cumilances,  we  are  obliged  to  as  much  caution  as 
will  not  be  injurious  to  truth;  And  whilft  publick 
affairs  continue  of  fuch  extent  and  importance,  and 
that  materials  of  all. kinds  both  political  and  mili- 
tary grow  upon  us  in  the  manner  they  do  at  prcfent, 
we  fliall  be  much  more  felicitous  to  fulfil  our  duty, 
and  preferve  our  reputation  with  the  Publick,  by  a 
due  attention  to  the  matter  which  we  lay  before 
them,  than  at  all  concerned  as  to  the  inconfcqucntial 
circumftance  of  a  later  or  earlier  publication. 

Our  Publiflier  has  made  an  obfervation  to  us, 
which  he  fays  efcapcs  moft  readers,  who  have  not 
fome  acquaintance  with  what  is  technically  termed 
the  bufmefs  of  the  prefs.  He  fays,  that  the  Hifto- 
rical  Article  is  at  prefent  fwellcd  to  fuch  an  extent; 
that  if  it  were  printed  feparately,  and  in  the  com- 
mon mode  of  publication,  it  would  fill  a  volume  of 
nearly  the  fame  fize,  with  that  in  which  it  is  now 
included ;  whilfl  from  the  circumftance  of  clofc 
printing,  and  its  being  confidered  only  as  a  compa-' 
ratively  fmall  part  of  a  diffufe  and  large-work,  the 
dimenfions  which  it  would  acquire  in  its  natural 
growth,  are  not  perceived  in  its  prefent  contradted 
ftatc.  Under  this  consideration,  the  quantity  of 
matter,  independent  of  any  merit  in  the  arrange- 
ment or  compofition,  may  account,  if  it  does  not 
alone,  for  the  latenefs  of  our  publication  this 
year.

It  was  early 
marked  by  one  of  thofe  awful  ca- 
lamities, thofe  iremendoas  llrokes 
of  providence,  w  convulfiona  of 
nature,  which  bring  man  to  a  fenfe 
S>(  hii  condition,  and  lay  his 
proudeft  works  in  the  dull.  The 
fatal  earthquake  in  1755,  o»er- 
whelmed  his  capital,  and  (book 
his  kingdom  to  the  centre.  His 
fucceeding  adminillration  was  not 
inuch  diHinguilhed,  by  the  alFeflion 
11  acquired  at  home,  or  the  lepu- ' 
taiion  which  it  fuftained  abroad. 
it  was  deeply  ftained  with  dome- 
Aic  blood ;  and  rendered  odious 
by  an  excelTire  and  horrible  cruelty. 
The  firit  families  of  the  kingdom 
were  ruined,,  tortured,  and  nearly 
cut  otr  from  the  face  of  the  earth, 
ntithouc  that  clearnefs  of  evidence 
tq  the  eftabli(hnient  of  iheir  guilt, 
or  even  that  aicencion  to  the  ufual 
forms  of  juflice  and  modes  of  en> 
qoiry,  wt)ich  fo  dreadful  and  ex- 
emplary an  execution  undoubtedly 
dimanded.

difgracefully,  by  the  hands  of  aQaf*

It  mnfl,  however,  in  juAice  to  the 
memory  of  the  late  Icing  be  acknow- 
ledged, that  he  gave  a  ftriking  in- 
Aance  both  of  firmnefs  and  virtue, 
in  the  conltancy  with  which  he  fup- 
ported  his  engagements  and  faiih 
with  Great  Britain,  during  the  try- 
ing circumllanccB,  and  furroonding 
dangers  of  the  late  war.  Without 
wifliing  to  detrafl  in  any  degree 
from  the  merit  of  fuch  a  condu3, 
it  muft  alfo  with  equal  truth  be  ac- 
kuowledged,  that  he  could  oott 
confiilenily  with  (he  charaAer  of  1 
Aatefman  and  politician,  have 
aftcd  otherwife.  That  he  had  no 
other  alieroative  than  the  part 
which  he  took,  or  to  adopt  that 
weak,  defperate,  and  at  all  times 
to  be  conlidered  moft  fatal  mea- 
fure,  of  religning  the  keys,  ibe 
llrenglh,  and  the  arms  of  his  king- 
dom  into  the  hands,  and  laying 
even  hi;  own  perfon  at  the  mercy 
of  an  envious  and  inveterate  enemy, 
who  had  an  old  arid  nerer-t(>r- 
gotteh  claim  upon  the  whole. 

The  expulfion  of  the  jefuits  from 
Portugal,  which  fiiAopcned  the  way 
toihediffoiution  and  ruin  of  that  ce- 
lebrated and  extraordinary  order  of 
men  in  every  other  part  of  the  world, 
will  for  ever  render  the  late  reign.

No  public  bleOing  or  advan- 
tage ;  neither  the  deliverance  from 
a  Ibreign  enemy,  nor  a  docnellic 
tyranny,  could  have  excited  a  great- 
er or  more  univerfal  joy,  than  the 
removal  of  this  nobleman  from 
power,  and  his  fdbrequent  dif- 
grace,  which  became  every  day 
more  apparent.  Whether  it  pro- 
ceeded from  the  boldnefs,  wifdom* 
and  retlitude  of  his  meafures,  hii 
oppofing  national  vicec,  aiid  popti- 
lar  prejudices,  the  defpotilm  of  his 
adminillrntion,  or,  more  probably^ 
from  the  mixed  operation  of  all 
ihefe  caufes,  he  had  the  fortune  td 
incur  the  abhorrence  and  dread  of 
every  order  of  men  in  the  Aaie  and 
kingdom.

A  moft  borrid  murder 
was  difcovered  to  have  been 
perpetrated  on  the  body  of  Monf. 
Valence  Mnudroit,  a  French  gen- 
lleman,  a  jeweller,  at  his  lodg' 
ings  in  Princei-dreet,  Cavendilh- 
Iquare,  by  a  Swede,  who  was  his 
interpreter,  in  the  following  man- 
ner: the  maid-f'rvant  of  the  houfe, 
not  having  feen  the  dfceafed  fince 
the  time  he  went  to  bed  on  Sator- 
day  night,  was  very  nneafy,  and 
made  frequent  inquiries  concerning 
bim  to  the  interpreter,  but  was  al- 
ways anfwcrcd,  '  be  was  out  of 
town.'  The  maid's  fufplciont  in- 
cieafiog,  ihe  was  deitrmiacd  to 
fee  into  the  deceafed's  apartments, 
and  accordingly  reared  a  ladder  lo 
ihe  back  window,  which  Ihe  open- 
ed, and,  to  her  furpri/*,  perceived 
the  floor  in  a  fea  ot  blood.  She 
went  direfily  to  Juflice  Gretton';, 
in  Margaret-ftreet,  and  made  him 
acquainted  therewith,  and  of  her 
ftrong  fufpicions  of  the  interpreter 


having  murdered  the  deeeafed* 
The  juftice  immediately  repaired 
to  the  houfe,  had  the  door  broke 
open,  and,  upon  fearch,  found  the 
decrafed  moll  inhumanly  mangled 
and  bruifed,  and  his  body  thmlt 
into  a  trunk  in  the  drefiing-toooi, 
with  his  head  bent  down  on  bis 
left  bre.ift,  bis  knees  forced  up  lo 
his  chin,  and  almolt  puiribed. 
The  murderer  was  apprehended 
the  fame  evening,  by  Juftice  Gtet- 
ton  in  perfon,  jufi  as  he  arrived  ac 
bis  lady's  lodgings,  in  Caflle-  ' 
llteet,  in  aponchaiJe,  from  a  coun- 
try jaunt.  On  his  examination. 
he  coDfelTed  being  guilty  of  the 
murder,  but  as  tioihing  appeared 
againll  the  woman,  Ihe  was  dif- 
cbarged,  and  the  prifoner  com-  . 
mitted  to  Newgate,  on  the  coro- 
ner's inqueft,  for  Wilful  Murder. 

Lewi*  Mercier,  alias  Bouvet, 
ftlias  Bcttte,  who  committed  the 
above  murder,  was  originally  bred 
a  hair-drelTer  J  but  attending  the 
public  anatomical  le^ressl  Paiisi 
affumed  the  charafLer  of  »  furgeon. 
Some  time  after  he  came  to  Eng- 
land, and  went  from  Liverpool 
doflor  of  a  Guinea  Ihip  ;  but  waa 
difmilTcd  for  bis  barbarous  treat- 
ment of  the  negroes,  during  the 
voyage.  On  his  return  he  became 
conne^ed  with  a  gang  of  borfe- 
flealen,  and  made  a  cctoGderable 
fum  of  money,  by  felling  the  cat- 
tle which  were  ilolen.  at  Dunkirk. 
and  other  pans  of  France.  In  ihe 
year  177;,  he  >vai  committed  to 
Neugaie,  and  capitally  convifled 
ftT  horfe-ftealing  at  the  Old-Bai- 
ley.

George  Johnfon,  for  horfe-llcal- 
ing;  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Benjamin 
RulTen,  for  icjoring  a  girl  under 
len  years  old.  He  was  mailer  of 
the  fubfcription  charity-fcbool  at 
Beth nal -green,  and  was  tried  on 
four  indiftments  for  fimilar  of- 
fence),  but  foand  guilty  only  on 
the  Grft.  In  his  defence  he  denied 
the  Ij&,  and  pleaded  the  malice  of 
fail  enemies,  u-ho,  he  fiid,  had 
charged  him  with  ihofe  oFencei  to 
deprive  him  of  his  pUce. 

A  very  exrraordinary  circum- 
fljTice  happened  at  the  Old-Bailey 
the  tail  felEons,  which  (hews  ho^v 
p.iuiioQS  and  well  informed  it  is  ne- 
cetfary  a  jury  Ihould  be  in  the  dif- 
eharge  of  their  duty.  A  young 
fellow  was  tried  for  s  capital  felo-

When  the  convifls  w-re  bronght 
down  to  receive  fenrence,  the  court 
was  thrown  into  an  al.irm  by  the 
Middlefex  jury,  who  declared  thai 
they  had  refolved  10  find  the  pri- 
foner  guilty  of  the  bare  felony  ia 
ftealing  ihc  goods,  and  10  acquit 
hira  of  having  privately  ftoleii 
them  ;  an  oiTence   for  which  the

is  life:  whereas  they  were  now 
allonilhed  to  fee  him  among  ihofe 
condemned  10  fujFer  death  ;  ihal^ 
when  they  were  deliberating  upon 
the  evidence,  fo  far  were  they 
from  any  intention  of  finding  the 
prifoner  guilty  of  the  fpecific 
charge  in  the  indiftment,  that  ihey 
obferved  among  themfelveshe  wa* 
a  very  proper  objeft  for  the  ballaU- 
lighters.  The  recorder  endea- 
voured, with  all  that  humanity 
which  dillinguifhcs  his  charaAer, 
tofoften  the  rigour  of  the  verdia, 
and  to  that  purpofe  made  a  Hrift 
inquiry  of  the  caufc  of  this  egre- 
gious error,  but  it  turned  out  to 
be  not  in  his  province  to  comply 
with  the  companionate  wtfhes  of 
the  jury.

men  called  Vcntriioqui,  i,  e.  thor<s 


that  fpeak  as  it  were  from  ihrir 
bellies,  and  are  taken  itottce  of  by 
Reginald  Scott,  in  his  difcovery  of 
Wtichcrafi,  p,  tii,  for  which  rca- 
fon  he  was  called  the  Talkiag 
Smith:  (he  pranki  played  by  thtt 
man,  if  colle^ed,  woald  make  a 
volume.  During  the  time  that 
Dr.  Sachcverell  was  under  ccefurc, 
and  had  a  great  refort  of  ftieodi  to 
his  houfe  near  the  church  in  Hoi. 
born,  he  bad  the  confidence  to  get 
himfi'lf  admiiied,  by  preteodiDg 
that  ht  came  from  a  couple  who 
wilhed  to  he  married  by  (be  doc- 
tor. He  lUyed  not  long  in  the 
room,  bat  made  fo  good  uf«  of  his 
lime,  that  the  doftor,  who  wa»  a 
large  mao,  and  one  of  the  lloateft 
and  m^ft  athletic  then  living,  wai 
almoft  terrified  into  fits.  Dr.  Dcr- 
ham  of  Upminfler,  that  fagacicoi 
enquirer  into  the  works  of  nature, 
had  a  great  curiofiiy  to  fee  Honey- 
man,  but  the  perfon  he  employetl 
to  bring  about  the  meeting,  and 
who  commur.icaied  ihi>  anecdote. 
contiived  always  to  difappo:ni  bin, 
knowing  full  .well  that  had  it  taken 
efTcfl,  i:  mult  have  terminated  in 
the  di'jih  of  the  dodor.  whofe 
ttputjtion  as  a  divine  and  a  phil'T- 
fopher  be  thought  a  fubjeft  tooie- 
rio^s  to  bi  fporied  >vith.

THEIR  manner  of  living  ii 
extremely  roogh  and  favage. 
Thejr  want  religion,  art)  and 
Icieocei.  Their  children  are  from 
tbeir  firft  infancy  waflied  CTCfy 
day  ID  the  open  air,  in  warm  wa- 
ter, and  then  fwattied  in  coarfe 
liMn  or  woollen  cloth.  The  dif. 
foence  oF  the  faaroni  and  the  wea- 
ther maket  herein  no  difference. 
Prom  the  fifth  to  the  twelfth  or 
lonrtcenth  year  of  their  age  they 
are  left  with  the  herds  and  flocks 
to  attend  tbem  ;  however,  the  girii 
are  taogbt  in  the  fame  time  wa(h- 
isg,  baking,  fpinning,  making 
Bcedle-work,  weaving,  and  fo  on. 
From  the  fiourteeoth  year  they  are 
broaght  up  aod  employed  in  hof- 
bandry.  Kulcoruz,  or  maiz,  it 
tkeir  chief  objeft  of  agriculture, 
Howerer,  they  few  likcwife  o»t), 
bailey,  and  wheat.  They  dillit 
from  the  fruit*  of  trees,  which  they 
plant  in  great  plenty,  a  fort  of 
brandy,  called  rakie,  which  tbey 
are  -^KTy  fond  of.  Their  meat  it 
ai  fimple  as  iheir  drefs.  Bifcnit 
of  coarfe  grinded  maiz,  baked  un- 
der afhes,  which  they  call  malai, 
fome  flelh,  milk,  cheefe,  beam, 
and  other  vegetables,  are  their 
common  food,  their  drefi  is  va- 
rious, but  generally  it  confilli  of 
the  following  articles.  The  meb 
wear  long  white  woollen  trowfers, 
ai  the  Hongarians,  bat  wider :

Two  circumflancea,  common  to 
all  the  favage  nations  of  America, 
concurred  with  ihofe  which  I  have 
already  mentioned,  not  only  in 
j-enderiog  their  agricnlinre  imper- 
fefl,  bat  in  cireumfcribing  their 
power  in  all'  their  operations. 
They  had  no  tame  animals;  and 
they  were  unacquainted  with  the 
nfe  of  metals. 

^Agriculture,  even  when  the 
firengib  of  man  is  feconded  by  that 
of  the  animals  which  he  has  fub- 
jeAed  to  the  yoke,  and  hii  power 
augmented  by  the  nfe  of  the  vari- 
oni  inftrnmeoc)  with  which  the 
difcovery  of  mecalj  has  furnifhed 
him,  is  Itill  a  work  of  great  labour; 
and  it  ii  with  the  fweat  of  his  brow 
that  he  renders  the  earth  fertile. 
It  is  not  wonderful,  then,  that 
people  dcliitute  of  both  thcfe  ad- 
vanuges  ihould  have  made  fu  little 
progrefs  in  cultivation,  that  they 
moA  be  conlidered  as  depending 
ior  fubfifteocp  on  fiOiing  and  hunt-

WB  walked  along  this  creek 
in  the  afternoon,  a*  far  aa 
the  inter niitting  Ihoweri  would  per-- 
mit.  The  (horc  was  lined  with 
innumerable  canoes,  whillt  every 
houfe  and  fhed  was  crowded  witk 
people,  many  of  whom  were  pre- 

faring  large  and  luxuriant  dinner), 
rom  heaps  of  provilioni  which 
were  every  where  accumulated. 
We  were  told  that  a  peculiar  fo- 
ciety  or  order  of  perfoni  of  both 
fexes,  named  Arreoy,  exilled  in 
thefe  iQands;  and  thai  they  aflem- 
bled  at  limes  from  all  parts,  and 
travelled  through  all  the  illand), 
feafting  and  caroaGng  to  cxcefs. 
During  the  time  we  lay  at  Huahine, 
we  had  obferved  no  lefs  than  fe- 
venty  canncr,  with  more  than  feveii 
hundred  of  thefe  arreoys  on  board; 
cro&ing  over  to  Raieiea  in  one 
morning.  We  were  told  that  they 
had  fpent  a  few  days  on  the  eaft 
fideof  theifland,  and  were  arrived 
on  its  weAern  Ihore  only  a  day  or 
two  before  a*.  We  took  notics 
that  they  were  all  perfons  of  fame 
confequence,  and  of  the  race  of 
chiefs.  Same  of  the  men  wero 
punflarEd  in  large  bfoad  blotchest 
and  Mahine  affured  us,  ibefe  were 
the  moft  eminent  members  of  the 
fociety,  and  that  the  more  tbey 
were  covered  with  punflures,  the 
higher  was  their  rank.  They  were 
in  general  Hout  and  well  made,  and 
all  profefled  themfelves  warrior*. 
Mabine  had  a  very  high  veneratloii 
for 
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tor  this  focieiy,  and  told  oi  he 
kimfrlf  was  a  member.  Thef  trt 
ADUed  by  the  lies  of  reciprocal 
friendfhlp,  and  exercife  horpiiality 
toffar^'t  cith  other  in  its  grviteft 
lalitudr.  Ai  fnon  as  an  arreuy  vi- 
fits  another,  thoDgh  he  wM'e  un- 
jcnowD  to  h'm,  he  is  fure  ;o  have 
hi)  »»nts  fupplicd,  and  his  defires 
gratified;  he  is  introduced  to  other 
nemUers  of  the  order,  and  they 
yie  wi'b  each  other  in  loading  him 
with  cartlTcs  and  piefenu.

They  fea!t 
Oft  [he  choicclt  vegetables,  and  on 
plenty  of  pork,  dog's  flefli,  fifb, 
and  poultry,  which  i<  liberally  fur- 
nifhcd  by  the  towtows,  or  lower 
ciafs,  for  their  entertainment. 
The  pepper-root  drink  is  prepared 
and  rwjlloivcd  in  furptiCne  cjuati' 
lities  on  thefe  occafiod*.

commended  her  being  totally  con- 
fined to  fpinning  woo!  :  this  flte 
does  with  e(]ual  dexterity  as  (h* 
did  the  flax.  The  above  was  her 
fituation  in  Oflober,  1772;  and 
within  thefc  eight  days  t  have 
been  told  by  a  neighbour  of  her 
father's,  that  liie  Dill  conlinnes  in 
the  fame  way,  without  any  addi- 
tion to  her  lupport,  and  without 
any  additional  ailment.

Few  travellen,  either  on  borfe- 
back  or  in  carriages,  perceived  the 
tarthquake.  The  pa/fage  boat  upon 
the  Duke  of  Bridgewater's  canal 
was  Itopped  in  it£  courfc,  as  if  it 
had  Kruck  upon  a  cable,  or  other 
obftacle.  Many  perfuna  feemed  to 
be  elearified  by  the  Ihock  i  and 
wandering  rheumatic  pains  fuc- 
ceedeJil. 

A  lady  received  a  fudJen  ftrokc 
00  her  head,  during  the  earth- 
quake. She  was  (laniling  in  a 
cloTei,  on  the  ouclide  wall  gf  which, 
Oppofitc  to  her  head,  a  leaden  fpout 
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terminated,  fo  as  to  form  an  im- 
perfect conduflor. 

1  am  informed  by  a  gentleman, 
whofe  cattle  graze  in  a  large  paf- 
lure  near  his  houfe,  chat  he  ob- 
fcrved  them  to  be  exceedingly  agi. 
tated  before  the  earthquake  ;  Bad 
that  previous  to  it,  ihey  all  ran  to

Thefe  fifts  cannot  be  explained 
by  any  fuppofition  of  fermentations 
or  cxplolions  in  the  boweli  of  the 
earth,  onlcfi  they  be  confidcrcd  aa 
agent!  in  the  produdion  and  accu- 
mulation of  the  elearieal  fluid  : 
and  many  of  them  feem  to  confiroi 
the  theory  of  Dr.  Stuckeley  and 
Signior  IJeccaria,  concerning  earth- 
quakes.

I  do  not  find  fuScient  evidence 
for  the  reality  ni fteimd  figlt,  or 
at  leaa  of  what  ii  commonlf  un< 
derllood  by  that  tenn.  A  treatife 
00  the  fiibjeft  was  pablilhed  in 
the  year  1762,  in  which  m^ny 
talei  were  tdd  of  perfoai  whom 
[he  author  believed  to  have  been 
faraared,  or  haunted,  with  ihcfe 
ill um i nation 9  ;  but  molt  of  the  (ales 
werq  triQing  and  ridiculous;  and 
the  whole  work  betrayed,  on  the 
part  of  the  compiler,  fuch  extreinc 
credality,  as  could  not  fail  to  pre- 
judice many  readers  againft  his 
fyAtm. 

That  any  of  theft  vi/iooaries 
are  liable  to  be  fwayed  in  their 
drcjarationi  by  linifter  views,  I 
will  not  fay ;  though  a  gentleman 
af  charafter  alTurcd  me,  that  one 
of  them  offered  to  felt  him  this  un- 
aeeounuble  talent  for  half  a  crown, 
BqI  this  [  think  may  be  faid  with 
confidence,  that  none  but  ignorant 
people  pretend  to  be  gifted  in  this 
way.  And  in  them  it  may  be  no- 
thing more,  perhaps,  thaji  (hort 
fit!  of  fudden  Ileep  or  drowK'nefs, 
attended  with  lively  dreams,  and 
ariliag  from  forae  bodily  dilbrder, 
■he  cffefl  of  idlenef],  low  fpirits, 
or  a  gloomy  imagination.  For  it 
is  admitted  even  by  the  ffloA  cre- 
dulous Highlanders,  that  as  know- 
ledge and  induQry  are  propagated 
in  their  country,  the  fecond  fight 
difappeari  in  proportion :  and  nt>< 
body  ever  Ivd  claim  10  this  fa- 
colty,  who  wai  much  employed  in 
the  intercourfe  of  focial  life.  Nor 
u  it  at  all  extraordinary,  that  one 
Owuld  have  the  appearance  of  b«- 


ing  awake,  and  fhould  eTCn  think 
one's  felf  fo,  during  theft  fits  of 
dozing;  or  that  they  (bould  come 
on  fuddenly,  and  while  one  is  en- 
gaged in  fome  bufinefs.  The  fame 
thing  happens  to  perfons  much  fa- 
tigued, or  long  kept  awake,  who 
frequently  fall  aileep  for  a  mo- 
ment, or  for  a  longer  fpace,  whil« 
they  are  ftandtng,  or  walkingt  or 
riding  00  horfeback-  Add  but 
a  lively  dream  to  this  flumber,  and 
(which  is  the  freqtient  effefl  of 
difeafe)  take  away  the  conrcionf- 
nefi  of  having  been  afleep,  and  a 
fuperliitious  man,  who  is  always 
hearing  and  believing  tales  of  fe- 
cond light,  may  eafijy  miflake  his 
dream  for  a  waking  vifion  ;  which, 
however,  is  foon  fol-goiien,  when. 
no  fubfcquent  occurrence  recalls  it 
to  his  memorv;  but  which,  if  it 
Iball  be  thought  to  refemble  any 
future  event,  exalt)  the /Mr  dVviMm- 
into  a  Highland  prophet.  This 
conceit  makes  him  more  reclufe 
and  more  melancholy  than  eVer; 
and  fo  feeds  his  difeafe,  and  tnul- 
tiplies  his  vilioni ;  which,  if  they 
are  not  dilSpated  by  buGnefs  or  fo- 
ciety,  may  continue  to  haunt  bim 
as  long  as  he  lives,  and  which,  in 
their  progrefs  through  the  neigh- 
bourhood, receive  lome  new  tinc- 
ture of  the  marvellous,  from  every 
mouth  that  promotes  their  circula- 
tion.

1H  A  D  no«r  made  the  circnit 
of  the  Southern  Ocean  in  a 
high  latitude,  and  traveled  it  in 
fach  a  manner  as  to  leave  not  the 
ieaA  room  for  the  poffibility  of 
there  being  a  continent,  unlefi 
near  the  pole,  and  out  of  the  reach 
of  navigation.  By  twice  viGting 
the  tropical  fea,  I  had  not  only 
fettled  the  fituation  of  fome  cdd  dif- 
coveries,  but  made  there  many 
new  ones,  and  left,  1  conceive, 
very  little  more  to  be  done  even  in 
tbac  part.  Thus  I  flatter  myfelf, 
tbat  (he  intention  of  the  voyage 
liai*  Id  every  refpefi,  been  fully 
anfwered  i  the  fouthern  hemifphere 
fuSdendf  explored  ;  and  a  final 
«ad  pat  to  the  fearching  after  a 
Iboihern  continent,  which  has,  at 
times,  ingrofled  the  atientioa  of 
fome  of  Ue  maritime  powers,  fur 
Bcar  two  centuries  paA,  and  been 
a  favourite  theory  amcngft  the  geo- 
jra^icn  of  all  ages. 

That  there  ma^  be  a  continent, 
W  large  traCt  of  land,  near  the 
pole,  I  will  not  deny  \  on  the  con. 
trary,  I  am  of  opinion  there  is;  and 
it  i)  probable  that  we  have  feen  a 
part  of  it.  'I'he  excclEve  cold,  the 
suny  ilUnds  and  vail  floats  of  ice.

latitude. 

In  this  lafi  oce^n.  the  mercunr 
in  the  thermometer  feldom  fell  to 
low  as  the  freezing  point,  till  we 
were  in  60°  and  upwards  ;  where* 
as  in  the  others,  tt  fell  as  low  in 
the  ladtude  of  54.".  This  was 
certainly  owing  to  there  being  « 
greacer  qnaniiiy  of  ice,  and  to  iti 
extending  farther  to  the  north,  in 
thefe  two  feas  than  in  the  South 
Pacific  ;  and  if  ice  be  firlt  formed 
at,  or  near  land,  of  which  I  havfl 
no  doubt,  it  will  follow  that  the 
land  alfo  extends  farther  north. 

The  formation  or  coagulation  of 
ice-illands  has  ncit,  to  my  know- 
ledge, been  thoroughly  inveftpgai- 
ed.  Some  have  fuppoliH]  ibem  10 
be  formed,  by  the  frming  of  tho 
water  at  the  mouths  of  large  rivers, 
or  great  cataraftt,  where  they  ac- 
cumulate till  ihe^  are  broken  off 
by  their  own  weight.  My  obfer- 
vatioBs  will  not  allow  me  to  ae- 
qaiefce  in  this  opinion  ;  becauTe 
we  never  found  any  of  the  ice  which 
we  took  up  incorporated  with 
earth,  or  any  of  its  produce,  as  I 
think  it  muft  have  been,  had  it 
been  coagulated  in  land  waters.

It  is  here  where  the  ice- 
idands  are  fortnedj  not  from  ttteams 
of  water,     but    from    con[blidated 
fnow   and    fleer,   wAich   ii,    almoft 
continually,     falling     or     drifting 
down   from   the    mountains,   efpe- 
cially  in  the  winter,  when  the  Iroit 
muft  be  intenfe.     During  thai  fta- 
fon,  the  ice  clliFs  mull  fo  accumu- 
late as  to   (ill  up  all  the  bays,  be 
Ihe^  ever  fo  Urge.     This  is  a  fatt 
which  cannot  be  doubted,    ai  we 
have  feeii  it  fo  ia  fummcr.     Thefe 
eVifft  accumulate  by  continual  falls 
of  fnow,  and  what  drifts  from   the 
mouniaini,  till  they  are   no  longer 
able  10  fup:ioit  their  own  weight  ;

As  the  liver  was 
large  and  oily,  though  without  any 
particular  bad  tafte,  the  captaia 
and  the  two  Mr.  Forlters  only  tailed 
it.  About  three  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  Mr.  Forller  awaking 
found  himfclt  extremely  giddy,  and 
his  hands  and  fiet  entirely,  as  it 
werr,  benumbed.

The  oily  Teeds, 
a*  rape,  hemp,  line,  and  turnip, 
confilt  of  two  lobes,  which,  when 
fpread  npon  the  forface,  form  the 
feminal  leavci.  In  ihemthe  whole 
oil  of  the  feed  is  comained.  The 
moiJiure  of  the  aimofpbere  peoe- 
traces  the  cuticle  of  the  leaves,  and, 
nixing  wiib  the  oil  conlliintcs  an 
emulfion  for  the  nourilhment  of  the 

El  ant.  The  fweemefj  of  iliia 
almy  fluid  invites  the  fly,  againft 
which  no  fuflicient  remedy  haj,  as 
yet,  been  difcovered.  The  olea- 
ginous liquor  being  confumed,  the 
feminal  leaves  decay,  having  per- 
formed the  office  of  a  mother  to 
her  lender  infant.  To  petfons  un- 
Bcqnainted  with  tlie  analogy  be- 
tween plants  and  aniraalg,  this  re- 
H.flion  will  appear  ftrange.  No- 
thing, however,  is  more  demon- 
ftrsblc.— The  legominous  and  fa- 
rinaceous plants  keep  their  pla. 
centia,  or  feminal  leaves,  within 
the  earth  ;  in  which  fiiuaiion  they 
fupply  the  tenilcf  germ  wuh  oily 
nutriment,  until  its  roots  are  grown 
fofiicienily  lirocg  to  pctietrate  the 
foil. 

It  is  ufual  to  talk  of  the  fnlts  of 
the  earth  ;  but  chymiftry  hni  not 
been  able  to  difcover  any  falls  in 
land  which  has  not  been  manured, 
though  oil  may  be  readily  obtained 
from  erery  foil,  the  very  fandy 
cnei  excepted.  Marl,  though  a 
rich  manure,  has  no  falis.  It  is 
thought  to  contain  a  fmall  portion 


of  oleaginous  matter,  and  as  ^- 
forbeni  earth,  of  a  natare  finilar 
to  liroeflone,  with  a  large  qoaatitjr 
of  clay  intermixed.  Lime  mixed 
with  clay  comes  neareft  to  the  na- 
ture of  mar!  of  any  faftiiions  body 
that  we  know  of,  and  may  be  ufed 
as  Aich,  where  it  can  be  had  wiiti- 
out  much  expence.  By  increaling 
the  quantity  of  clay,  it  will  make 
an  excellent  compoft  for  a  light 
fandy  foil ;  but  to  make  the  groond 
fertile,  woollen  rags,  roiien  Jung, 
or  any  oily  manure,  Ihoald  be  in- 
corporated with  it  feme  time  be- 
fore it  is  laid  on. — It  is  a  received 
opinion,  thai  lime  coricbea  the 
land  it  is  laid  upon,  by  means  of 
fupplyiog  a  fait  fit  for  the  nouriih- 
ment  of  plants;  but  by  all  the  ex- 
periments that  have  been  made 
upon  time,  it  is  found  to  cootaia 
no  kind  of  fait.  Its  operation  there- 
fore Ihould  be  coafidered  in  a  dif- 
ferent light;  by  the  fermentatioi 
that  it  induces,  the  eanh  is  opened 
and  divided,  and,  by  its  abforbcnc 
and  alkaline  quality,  it  unites  ibc 
oily  and  watery  parts  of  the  foil. 
It  alfo  feems  to  have  the  property 
of  collefling  the  acid  of  the  air, 
which  it  readily  forms  into  a  neo- 
trnl  fall,  of  great  ufe  in  vegetaiioa. 
From  viewing  lime  in  this  light, 
it  is  probatJe  that  it  tends  to  rob 
the  foil  of  its  oily  particles,  and  isi 
time  will  render  it  barren,  unlcfi 
we  talce  care  to  fnpport  it  with  rot- 
ten dung,  or  other  manures  of  aa 
oily  nature.  As  light  Tandy  foilt 
contain  but  a  fmall  ponioa  of 
oleaginous  particles,  we  Ihould  be 
extremely  cautions  not  lo  overdo 
them  with  lime  ;  nalefs  we  can  at 
the  fame  time  affift  them  liberally 
with  rotten  duitg,  woollen  rags, 
Aiavings  of  horn,  and  other  n^ 
nurci  of  an  animal  kind.  Its  great 
excellence. 
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Excellence,  however,  upon  i  Tandy 
ibil,  ii  by  mech.inically  binding 
tbe  loofe  putides.  and  thereby 
prereniing  [he  liijuid  paru  of  the 
manure  from  efcaping  oui  of  the 
reach  of  the  radical  fibres  of  the 
ilaou.  Upon  clay  the  elFcft  of 
line  is  different ;  for  by  meana  of 
the  gentle  fermenution  that  it  pro- 
daces,  the  onfubdued  foil  is  opened 
and  divided;  the  manures  laid  on 
readily  come  into  cont.ifl  with 
every  part  of  it ;  and  the  fibres  of 
the  plants  have  full  liberty  to 
fpread  themfelves.  Ii  is  generally 
faid,  that  lime  anfwers  better  upon 
rand  than  clay.  This  obfervation 
will  undoubtedly  hold  good  ai  long 
u  the  farmer  continues  to  lime  his 
clay  lands  in  a  fcanty  manner.  Let 
blm  treble  the  quantity,  and  he 
will  then  be  convinced  that  time  ia 
better  for  clay  than  fand.  It  may 
be  jullly  anfwered,  chat  the  prolics 
will  not  admit  of  the  expence.  I 
agree.  But  then  it  muft  he  under- 
Aood  that  it  is  the  applicsiioo, 
and  not  the  nature  of  the  lime,  that 
Jhould  be  called  in  quellion.  Clay, 
well  limed,  will  fall  in  water,  and 
ferment  with  acids.  Its  very  na> 
tore  is  changed.  Under  fuch  agree- 
able circumllances,  ihe  air.  rains, 
and  dews  aie  freely  admitted,  and 
the  foil  is  enabled  to  retain  the 
nonrilhment  that  each  of  them 
brings.  In  eonrccjuence  of  a  fer- 
mentation raifed  in  the  foil,  the 
fixed  air  is  fet  at  liberty,  which, 
in  a  wonderful  manner,  promotes 
vegetation.  It  is  the  nature  of 
lime  to  actrafl  mis  and  dilTulve  ve- 
getable bodies.  Upon  thcfe  prin- 
ciples we  may  account  for  the  won- 
derful ciTeAs  of  lime  in  the  im- 
provement of  black  moor -land.

ftances.  It  is  full  of  oil.  Lime 
affimilatei  the  one  anddilTolves  the 
other.  Such  lands,  not  originally 
worth  four-pence  per  acre,  may  be 
made>  by  paring,  burning,  and 
liming,  to  produce  plentiful  crops 
of  turnips,  which  may  be  followed 
with  oati,  barley,  or  grafs-feeds, 
according  to  the  inclination  of  the 
owner.  Thefe  obfervations,  how- 
ever, are  rather  foreign  to  the  pre- 
fent  argument,  to  which  I  fliall 
Dcm  return. 

To  the  univerfal  principle,  oil, 
we  mull  add  another  of  great  effi- 
cacy, thoagh  very  little  uoderftood  ; 
I  mean  the  niirous  acid  of  the  air^ 
That  the  air  does  contain  the  ru- 
diments of  nitre,  is  demon  Arable 
from  the  manner  of  making  faU- 
petre  in  the  dilTercnt  parts  of  tha 
world.  The  air  contains  no  fuch 
fait  as  perfeft  nitre;  it  is  a  fa^iti- 
tious  fait,  and  is  made  by  the  ni- 
troui  acid  fdlling  upon  a  proper 
matrix.  The  makers  of  nitre  forin 
that  matrix  of  the  rubbilh  of  old 
hoafes,  fat  earth,  and  any  fixed 
alkaline  fnlt.  The  univerfal  acid* 
as  it  is  called,  is  ailrafted  by  thefe 
materials,  and  forms  true  nitre, 
which  is  rendered  pure  by  means 
of  crydallization,  and  in  that  form 
it  is  brought  to  us.  In  very  hot 
countries  the  natural  eanh  forms  a 
matrix  for  nitre,'  which  makes  the 
operation  very  Ihort,  It  is  ob- 
fcrved  that  nitre  is  molt  plentifully 
formed  in  winter,  when  the  wind 
is  northerly :  hence  we  may  un- 
derftand  the  true  reafon  why  farm- 
ers and  nunerymen  lay  up  their 
lands  in  high  ridges  during  the 
winter  months.  The  good  elfcfls 
of  that  operation  are  wholly  attri- 
buted to  the  mechanical  aflion  of 
the  froft  upon  the  ground.

liberty,  nor  for  the  fafety  of  their 
cliildren,  but  only  becanfe  the 
one  will  nut  give  way  tinto  the 
other."  This  fo  encouraged  the 
Grecians,  that  they  fonght  llre- 
nuoufly,  and  obtained  the  vtfla^ 
over  the  Perfiani ;  upon  which 
cock-fighting  was  by  a  particular 
law  ordained  to  be  annually  prac- 
tifed  by  the  Athenians. 

Though  the  ancient  Greeks 
piqued  themfclves  on  their  polite- 
nejs,  calling  al]  other  nations  i^- 
taraui,  yn  Mr.  Pejgge  has  proved 
clearly  in  a  Treatife  pnbtilned  ia 
the  third  volume  of  the  Archmlo- 
gia,  that  they  were  the  authors  of 
this  cruel  and  inhuman  mode  of 
diverfion.

He  could  neither 
ia!ce  them  away  at  pkafuie.  nor 
lay  taxei  or  talliages  on  them  by 
arbitrary  uijll,  which  would  have 
been  little  different.  Since,  in 
h4agna  Charta.  we  find  the  people 
infilling  that  the  king  had  no  right 
to  alTcl't  the  'quantity  of  efcuaije, 
which  wai  ■  pecuniary  commuta- 
tion for  miliidry  fervice,  nor  to  lay 
talliages  on  his  other  lubjefls,  but 
that  both  muft  be  do''e  in  parlia- 
ment. He  was  a  necrlTary  patty  to 
the  making  new  laws,  and  to  .the 
changing  and  abrogating  old  ones  j 
and  Irom  him  ihey  received  their 
binding  force,  infotnnch  that  many 
old  lawi,  though  palTed  in  parlia- 
ment, run  in  the  king's  name  only. 
For,-  in  ihofe  days,  pfifons  were 
more  attentive  to  fubilance  than 
forms  i  and  it  was  not  then  even 
fufpefled,  in  any  nation  in  Europe, 
that  any  king  would  arrogate  to 
himfclf  a  power  fo  incoarilkni  with 
(he  original  freedom  of  ihc  Ger- 
man nations.  Nay,  in  Fottice,  to 
thitday,  the  king's  ediCls  are  not 
laws  until  re^i[lered  in  parlia- 
metit,  which  implies  the  conl'ent 
of  the  people,  tKouy,h  that  conlcnt 
is  too  olten  emoritd  by  tiie  violent 
pOA'er   thai  monarch  has  alTuaied 
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over  the  perfoni  and  liberty  of  the 
members  of  that  body. 

The  dignity  of  the  king  was 
fupporied,  in  the  eyes  of  the  peo- 
ple, not  only  by  the  fplendor  of 
his  royal:y,  but  by  the  lowly  re- 
verence paid  him  by  the  greatcfl  of 
his  lords.  At  folemor  tcaft*  they 
waited  on  him  on  the  knee,  or  did 
other  menial  oiGce*  about  his  per- 
|bn,  as  their  tenures  required,  sod 
dd  their  homage  and  fcjlty  with 
the  fame  lowly  and  humiiiariag 
circunftaT^ces  that  the  meaneft  <^ 
their  valTaU  paid  to  them.  Hii 
perfon  likewife  was  facred,  and 
guarded  by  the  law,  which  infliacd 
the  mofl  horrible  ponilhment  fat 
attempts  againll  him;  iteither  was 
he  ip  be  refilled,  or  accoaouble 
for  any  private  iojury  done  per- 
fonally  by  hitnfelf,  on  any  acconnt 
whaifoever.  For  the  Hate  thought 
it  better  to  fuffer  a  few  perftmal 
wrongs  tn  individuals,  than  to  e*^ 
dane;er  the  fafety  of  the  whole,  bf 
rendering  the  head  infecure. 

But  the  greatnefs  of  die  kingly 
power  conGfted  in  his  being  entire- 
iy-  entrulted  with  the  caecativc 
part  ol  the  government,  botb  ai 
home  and  abroad.  At  home  jtf- 
tice  was  admtntflered  in  hit  name, 
and  by  officers  of  bit  appointment.

finians,  Greeica,  and  Romans. 
n  Aating  the  revival  of  commerce 
and  navigation  by  the  modern  na- 
tions of  Europe,  he  delineates  the 
caafes  which  led  to  that  fpirit  of 
difcovery,  tliat  oficrated  fo  ftrongly 
in  the  6fteemh  century.  Our  au- 
thor attributes  much  of  this  to  the 
Cruladei,  which  brought  the  Eu- 
ropeans acquainted  with  the  wcllern 
farti  of  Alia,  10  the  wars  of  the 
onugoere  with  the  Moors  of  Bar- 
bary,  and,  above  all,  10  the  dif- 
covery  of  the  mariners  compafs. 
Having  traced  the  opcraiion  of 
thefe  caufes  with  equal  accuracy 
And  brevity,  throagli  the  gicat 
and  rpirited  efroics  of  the  Portu- 
'  gaefe  in  exploring  the  coalls  of 
Africa  to  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope, 
we  are  led  almoll  to  the  opening 
of  their  laft  greit  efFea,  in  the 
difcovery  of  the  New  World,  and 
of  the  palTage  by  fea  to  the  Ealt 
Indies.

The  fifth  book  includei  the 
Iiittoty  of  the  conqueft  of  Mexioo, 
or  New  Spain,  by  Cottes,  and 
conCaini  many  curious  -particulari 
of  ihtt  cnccrprizing  conqueror, 
who,  with  very  exiruordinaty  abi- 
lities, and  urtf£>iiiiaon  quilitie*, 
pofTeiTcd  a  greainefs  of  foul,  which 
Kems  incompatible  with  ihofe  cru- 
elties that  fo  much  difgrace  hii 
charaflcr. 

I'be  fixih  book  gives  an  account 
of  itie  conquelt  of  Peru,  by  Pizatro 
and  hi)  afTuciaiet.

Many  ntft'ikei  have  becit 
re^iiiied,  and  feveral  fuppofed  dif- 
coveries lliewn  to  have  liceo  fouixi- 
ed  orUy  in  error.  If  we  arc  not 
brought  acquainted  with  many 
new  people,  we  acquire  a  mnch 
beiier  knowledge  of  thofe,  who 
had  .befiue  appeared  to  us  ihrou^n 
the  medium  of  a  doubtful  orimpct* 
fea  ioformatioD.  We  find  ihc 
author  every  where  actuated  by  a 
Ipiril  of  enterprise  and  enquiry, 
which  can  neither  be  fubdurd  by 
luil,  nor  difmayed  by  danger; 
whiiH  hia  unwearied  zeal  for  the 
promotion  of  pcneral,  as  well  as 
nauiical  knowledge,  deferves  every 

Ills  now  pretty  generally  known, 
that  the  feverity  of  the  c  imaie  in 
the  higli  fouihctn  laiitudei,  fo  l^ar 
exceeds  whit  is  Mperienced  under 
equal  parallels  in  the  nor.lic.n  he- 
mifphere,  as  fcarcely  to  admit  of 
comp.uiioi.  Vet  fuch  was  thcin- 
duilry  and  fpirlt,  the  contempt  of 
toil,  danger,-  and  cold,  (bewu  by 
our  prefent  navigat.u-,  ih.it  they 
penetrated  at  three  difff  rent  periods 
within  ibe  antarclic  pobr  circk, 
and,  at  the  UH  time,  advanced  to 
the  laii'ujc  of  71  liegreei.  lo  mi- 
nutes fouih;  which  wa^  probably  a 
mnch  nearer  approach  to  the  foulh- 
ern  pole,  than  any  mortal  hadcrer 
veniored  before. 

Their  progrefs  was  at  I'npib 
Hopped  by  an  apparently  bouniilcfi 
tract  of  Mid  i^e,  which  Utrnhed 
from  the  nortliward  towjtds  the 
pole,  and  carried  the  Hppearsnce 
of  a  VJll  continent.

In  ibi»  coarCe,  they  dif- 
covered  a  very  confidenble  iilJod, 
being  in  point  of  extent  the  next 
to  New  Zealand,  of  aoy  yet  known 
in  thai  lea,  to  which  they  -gave  ibe 
name  o|  New  Cale>ionia.  They 
alfo  completed  the  difcovery,  and 
•xplored  with  accuracy,  a  cDiklider- 
able  Archipelago  of  iUand*,  to 
which,  from  thefe  circumlUncea, 
they  iboughc  themfelves  eniiiled  10 
give  a  vane,  and  accordingly 
C-illed  thegi  the  New  Hebrides. 
One  of  thefe  bad  b-en  firlt  touched 
at  in  the  year  i£o6,  by  the  cele- 
braCed  Spanilh  navigator,  Quiro),

The  pnrpofet  of  the  voyage  with 
refpeA  to  the  Pacific  Ocean  being 
qow  fully  attained,  and  the  nofl- 
cxiUeflCe  of  a  continent  in  ii*  prac* 
ticable  parti  clearly  decided,  Capt. 
Cjok  proceeded  to  examine  the 
Magellanic  regioiK,  and  by  ex- 
pIuriDg  the  fouihern  parts  of  ibe 
Atlantic  and  Indian  Qceani,  to 
complete  the  knowledge  of  the 
fouthern  hemlfphere.  Herethef 
loon  encountered  winter  aitder  ita 
moftdrearv  afpcci,  and  in  ita  nott 
hideout  form,  both  of  which  it 
here  difplayed,  more  than  ten  de- 
grees of  latitude  earlier  than  in  the 
Pacific  Ot:ean.  Between  the  lari- 
tude  of  54  and  5;  fouth,  they  dif- 
covered  and  lanaed  at  an  iflaod, 
which  they  named  South  Georgia. 
Ii  ia  not  eafy  to  conceive  any  ibtng 
mire  difmi.1  ihan  the  faceof  aatws 
in  tnia  illand.  Though  it  wai 
in  the  midft  of  the  furamer  of  that 
climate,  the  iflaod  feemed  in  « 
manner  walled  round  with  ice,  and 
mull  have  been  nearly  inaccelSble 
in  any  other  feafoa.  Vet  tbii 
itland,  which  Mhibiied  fuch  fpe- 
cimensof  antarilic  cold  at  fo great 
a  dillance  from  the  pole,  ig  not 
abeve  feventy  leagues  in  compafi. 

B<^tweea  the  laiitadea  of  $9  and 
60  fouth,  they  difcovered  a  Sill 
more  frozen  land,  which  prefent- 
ed  an  elevated  coalt,  whofe  lofty 
fnow-ctad  fummiii  were  fee n  above 
the  claudi.

The  veffels  were 
decorated  with  flags,  dreamers,

Belidet  the 
relTcls  of  war,  there  were 'an  hun- 
dred and  fcveniy  fail  of  fmalier 
double  canoes,  all  with  a  little 
honfe  upon  them,  and  rigged  with 
mafl  and  fail,  which  the  war  ca- 
noes hid  not.  Thefe,  we  judged, 
were  defigned  for  iranrpotis,  vic- 
tuallers, &c. ;  for  in  the  war  ca- 
noes was  no  fort  of  provifions  what- 
ever.

THE  extent  and  popolaiion  «f 
oar  territorial  acquiruioni  in 
■the  Eaft  Indies  far  exceed  every 
thing  that  in  Europe  has' -been  hi- 
therto generally  conceived  of  them. 
The  provinces  of  Bengal,  Bahar, 
and  OrixB,  are  fiid  to  contain  near 
ten  millions  of  inhabitanis.  and  the 
other  fettlemenis  are  luppofed  lo 
contain  two  millions  more.  But  it 
is  not  the  magnitude  alone  of  tbii 
gre^c  branch  of  our  empire  that 
(lefervet  our  aiientioo.— The  man> 
ners,  the  htflory,  tiie  religion,  of 
tlie  natives,  &re  all  of  ihem  objefts 
woithy  the  moS  minute  inveiliga- 


The  ilindooi  are  o 
mild,  and  peaceable  difpofiiion. 
fielbre  th;  invafton  of  the  Maho- 
medans  they  were  governed  by 
laws,  CO  which  ihey  uniformly 
afciibe  the  moH  remote  and  divine 
origin.      Their  Mahoroedan   con- 
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qnerorseHabtilhed,  aa  far  as  their  ' 
ravages  extended,  both  the  reli-  ' 
gion  and  laws  of  Mahomet.— 
"  Hence,"  as  the  Pundits  cxprefs 
themfelves  in  the  prefatory  dif- 
courfe,  "  a  contrariety  of  culloms 
arofe,  and  all  a^airs  were  tranfaft- 
ed  according  to  the  piinciples  of 
faith  in  ihe  conquering  party  ;  up- 
on H'hich,  perpeifliH  oppofitions ' 
were  cnuendcrcd,  and  continual 
difference* in  the  decrees  of  juliicej 
fo  that  ill  every  place  the  immedi- 
ate magillratc  decided  all  caufej  ac-  ' 
cording  to  his  own  religion  ;  and 
the  IaW9  of  Mahomed  were  the 
ftandard  of  judgment  fur  tha-Hin- 
doos  :  hence  terror  and  confurioii 
found  a  way  to  all  the  people,  and 
juftice  was  not  impartially  admi> 
nillered."  The  fetilemeot  of  Eu- 
ropean nations  in  indi^  did  not  con- 
tribute to  lelTen  thefediforderi.  On 
the  contrary,  as  they  too  were  de- 
firous  of  introducing  their  feveral 
fyltems  of  jurifprudence,  the  difor- 
cler  has  been  augmented,  and  the 
confulion   worCe  confounded. 

Such  has  been  oneclali  of  hard- 
fhips  onder  which  that  unhappy 
conntry  has  laboured.
